Tam come now to that Flower which Authors have let a 
large deſcription of to poſterity, and alſo vain diſputes, how 
Tulips are made by art into thoſe ſeveral colours that they are 
im; Togtveananſwerto thoſe things I ſhall omit the pains, 
and not raiſe my diſcourſe out of other mens words: ſo Fl (ct 
down whatl have found by experience, and what the nature 
of them is. 

Firſt, In nature :-ere is a wonderfull work, and many 
rarc and excellent things to be obſerved frem this work in na- 
ture: Firſt, conſider how beautifull it is, and of what a har- 
dy nature it is of 3 other Flowers that are beautifull are of a 
tender nature, it is not ſo withthis, conſidering what a ſtate- 
ly, form ir hath : bur this 1 ſhall wave; I will ſpcak how Tulips

Tulips are diſtinguiſhed aad called in the orary of the co- 
lour 'cach T ulip hath ; that which is held moſt in eſtimation 
is the Scarlet, the Princes-robes, and the Fools-coat, the 
Chimney-{wceper, and the black and ycllow, eſpecially if 
they have the ſhape of the Crown-Tulip. The ordinary ſort 
of Tulips are theſe, the Wind colour, the :London-whire, the 
yellow, the purple, the peach colour, the Maiden-bluſh, the 
red, the white, the Cinamon, the Widow-Tulip. Ordina- 
ry mixt colours are theſe, the Lords-livery, the Pricſts-ve- 
ſtures, the red and white, the yellow and red, the orange 
and dainask, the purple and red, and many more, which [ 
cannor ſtand troname, All theſe coloars, or any other, doth 
ſometimes alter their colour by nature as well as by induſtry of 
themſelves ; and foraſmuch as the colour of Tulips do differ 
onctromanorher,. 1sof an apt nature, and not of a forced na- 
eure ; and ſeeing thar they are aptto alter af themſelves, Iwill 
endeavour to ſhew you how you ſhall fiad the nature of this 
Flower. 

Firſt, It you have Tulips already in your Garden, when 
they are flowering, take notice of what colour they are, then 
ſtick a ſmall ſtick by each particular Flower, and wrice upon 
the ſtick what colour each Flower 1s ; now by the ſetting down 
of this ſtick, you ſhall know what colour they were when the 
Flower is faded, and nothing remaineth but the root in the 
earth : Let theſe Ricks or marks ſtand till ſuch time as you re- 
move them ; the time of removing them is preſently after 
they have done flowering, and that is about the beginning of 
Jun:: in the removing of them, all the art and know- 
ledge conſiſts, cither for the enlarging of them, or to 
have them flower at contrary ſeaſons, or to alter the 
colour. 

Firſt, For altering the colour : Having ſet the marks to 
know what colour they were, take up your roots, and lay 
each colour by themſelves, ſo: done prepare your ground to 
ſer them in ; if you ſet them 1n the ſame place where they 
were takzn up, ſome freſh monld muſt be gotten and well 
ridled,. ſo lay it upon the border where you have a defirc to 
ſer them. . 

But happily you may ſet them in a wrong place for orna- 
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ment, therefore] will give ſome dircQions for the place; it 
rhe Garden be crofle-work, thea it is proper to ſer them in a 
border round it; if Herb-work , then Tulips muſt be er in + 
uarter caſt our into beds, in ſuch a manner as is in the Jraf;- 
work of this Book. 
* Secondly, Thele Tulip-roors thus raken u3, you muſt (c- 
prrate the young ſuckers from the old bearers, and plant them 
ina bed by themſelves, at a hands breadth one from another, 
re old bearers mult be planted ac eight inches difference cither 
in bed or border, nodeeper than that there be halt an inch of 
earth above the root, for it you dogthey lie cold inthe ground, 
and cannot get the benefit ot che;Sun and air to cauſe them to 
ſpring timely. I - 

Thirdly, Concerning the altering of colour, having taken 
noticeof what colour they were before, ſet the red Tulips by 
themſelves, and the white Tulips by themſelves after theſe d1- 
reMions; take a quantity of wild or Garden-herbs, and Sheeps- 
dung, and Pigeons-dung, beat theſe Herbs and the dung to- 
gether, ſo done put ſome of this into the holes where you (cr 
your Tulip-roots, anoint the roots with the ſame, and (cr 
them intothe holes, and pnt in more atop of them, cover- 
ing of them with earch ; this done, upon ſeveral trials it 


hath altered the colour, ſome after one manner, and ſome | 
afteranother, but ſill the red and the white carricth the great- 


eſt ſway. 

Again, I have been told, and I have conceited it to be 
true, that is inthe planting of a red Tulip, to alter the colour; 
I ſhould rake a white Tulip-root, Lertice-leaves, Solendine: 
leaves, Camomiule, and the white Thiſtle and Peas-flower, 
and beat all theſc rogether, and ſo I did, and committed them 
to the earth, as I'did the former, and I did imagine that the 
root would partake of thoſe feveral coloured juices, and con- 
yert it into its own natnre, which ſhould cauſe, ſo many orites 
of colours as was mixtinthe juices, but I found by experi- 
encethat it was nothing ſo, for Ifound no more altcration in 
thoſe than I did in the former, which was only the enriching 
of the carth with the ſtrengrh of the ſubſtance of the Herbs 
and dung ; fo Flowers do notconvert any colours as they arc, 
but into ts own colour aud interciſial form as every.one hath. 


Some 
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4 it ireateth of Flowers, 
Some think that there is ſeveral juices in the earth which is 
the cauſe of 1t, as 1sſaid, that if Garlick be ſer by Gillilow- 
crs, that they will be the ſweeter, becauſeghar they think that 
the Garlick doth draw away the ſtrongelt juice ; this is as un- 
creditable as the ſtories of Robinbood; tor fure if Flowers draw 
juice, {o doesthe Crab-tree, I meandrawing or receiving of 
ir, aS1it1s; then mark, an Apple grafted upon a Crab-tree 
mult needs turn a Crab, for it receiveth its juice from the 
Crab-ſtock ; and as they ſay the Crab-ſtock draweth lower 
Juice, and it it be fo, from wheace ſhould the Apple reccive 
ics {wect juice? Why then it is plain, that the Apple gratt 
converts the lower juice of the Crab-ſtock into its own na- 
rure, and becometh of a pleaſant taſte, and ſo ir is with al! 
plants clſe: ſo 1t is nor Garlick by Roſes can make them the 
{weerer, nor contrary colours applied to Tulips that will alter 
the colour, and ſeeing there are divers colours it is an art of 
nature, and thoſe things which I dire& you to apply to them 
inthe former Page, 1s that which doth agree with cheir nature, 
for it 1nlargeth the Flower, and alreps the colour as ſoon as 
any thing whatſoever applied unto them, 

Fonts, There is certain wayes of grafting of them to 


have two Flowers ſpring from one roo, and that is done thus; 


Take two Tulip-roots of two ſeveral colours, one as big as 
che other, and cut off a part from the {ide of each, proportio- 
nably alike, ſothatyoucut not the ſtrings at the bottom, then 
joyn them together, and bind them vi a little flax, and ſer 
them in thecarth, and the nexe year, according to what they 
arc graſfted', they will bring forth Flowers of two ſeveral 
kinds, ſeeming to ſpring from one root; ſome are ſo ſimple 
to think that they will be mixt colours; but that 1s anſwer- 
cd where I treat of Flower-delucc-roots, and prove to the 
contrary. 

Fifthly, To have Tulips of the ſeed, is to ſow itin the later 
end of Aug «ft ina fine fertile earth, for it is a very tender feed, 
though when it is come toperfeCtion the plant 1s the hardieft 
of all others. The plants that come of feed will be very ſmall 
the firſt year, and bearcth no Flower while the fourth year ;

Diſcourſe I ſhali omit, and ſpeaka few words in brief, how 

Vines are propagated of ſuch ordinary forts as grow in E-7- 
land. 

Firſt, I will give you an account of them : There is the 
white Muskadine, the red Muskadine, the ſmall fu zar Grape, 
the Murcot, the ordinary French white and red Grapes, and 
the Engl; white and wild Grape: Iathe raiſing and main- 
taining of theſe, I find but four things requiſite, and thar 
s, Planting, Pruning, Gelding, and Cures for hurttull di- 

tempers. _ | 

\ For the firſt; Before you plant, getfuch plants as arc root- 
ed, though fome lay, that cuttings will root very well, but 
I havefound by experience, thatone inten will hardly come 
ro any thing; and if they doſhoot out the firſt year, they dc- 
cay afterward: The way to ger rooted plants is thus; Go to 
anold Vine, and bring moſt of the young Vines that grow 
nigh the root, ' and bring them under theearth, and bring the 
tops up tothe wall again; this oughtto be done in Seprember, 
and thoſe Vines let ie under the carth while that time twelve 
moneth, and by that time they will have taken root, then 
they may be cut from the old mother, and planted acainſt 
walls, heufes, bowers, or cloſe walk frames; and in ſetting 
of them, obfervethat they ſtand not too nigh the wall, and 
not above a foot deep, and thatyon pune about them ſome Pi. 
geons-dung and good mould, andthar the plant be cut off a

pread further againſt the wall, and in cutting the branches off 
cut them fo that you leaye one jownt or cye from whence 
ſpringeth the Grape, - 

For the third, Gelding of the Vine is requiſite for the pre 
ſerving of the Flowers and the Grape : Firſt, Underſtand 
that gelding is to pluck away the ſprouts where they grow 
thick, and the leaves which depriye the grape of its ſap, and 
keep the benefit of the Sun from it, which the Vine loveth 
above all plants. 

Laſtly, Hurtfull Diſtempers which annoy Vines is can- 
ker catenearth, bound and barrenneſle of the ſoil: Firſt, for 
canker eaten, that is uſually at the root, which 1s caten by 
worms; the cure is to anoint it with tar and Herb-grafle, and 
pouring ſome Chamber-lie on it, which will curcthe diſteme 
per, and keep the worm from cating of the root any more. 
Secondly, If they be carth bonnd, then open the earth from 
about the root in September, and lay a little chaftor bran about 
it, andſolet it lietill Febrzary, and then take the chaff away, 
and put good mould in the room. Barrennefle in a Viae 1s

The manner of planting of this is of the root, and ſocaſfic 
and ſo plain that you cannot miſle, for put the leaſt piece of

{mall of a mans leg, and then 1t ſhould betaken up tor the 
vertue that is in it, or clſe it will decay, and be worth 
nothing. 

Herb grafſe, 


Herb-graſs or Rue : Ir is a common Herb, yet there is 
great difficulty inthe planting of it, for it will not grow in 
any place, letthecarth be never ſo good, for where it doth 
like it groweth very {lowly, and ſo doth allſorts ef Herbs and 
trees that haye moſt yertue in them. 

Secondly, Ir is to be obſerved, thatthis Herb is to be pro- 
pagated of the ſlip only, for it neyer bearcth any ſeed, there- 
fore take the obſervations in the plantins of ir,as followeth. 

In September get the ſlips of this Herb, which muſt be ſlipt

Thirdly, You fee 1t 1s plain, that Herb-graſs requireth a 
ſhady PR where it may havethe Sunne only ſome ſmall 
part of the day, then fer it (as Irold you) in a ſhady border, 
and let the carth be very good, though Authors have (aid 
that ic abhorreth duag, yet I have found by continual expe- 
rieace, that dung wellqualified maketh it proſper mightily, 
fo nothing remains but that you ſet it ſo, and it will proſper 
very well ;*burrthe firſt year and the ſecond it will grow but 
very lowly, till it be well rooted, and afterward it will lou- 
Tiſh for nine or ten years, it no'accident b:fall ir (as ſome 
ſuppoſc) that it anevil woman break any of ir, that it will 
ſooa fade and die preſently after ; if ir beſo, my judgement 
is, that there be few or no women can break off this Herb, 
bur ir muſt of necefficy die: Toprove whether it be ({o or no, 
it would take up an extraordinary Diſcourſe, which I ſhall 
wave, and leave this vertuous Herb to be propagated by your 
care for your uſe and profit.

Beer, and being baked and well buttered is goqd chear.

It I ſhould enter upon every particular of what belongerh 
eo the raiſing of Radiſh, ro have them you and good nine 
moneths 1n the year, it would take up a large diſcourſe, 
which I will pafs, for I hope you are well acquainted with 


the manner, ſo I will only put you in mind of the ſeaſons: 


firſt ro have them early, ſow them in the latter end of Febru- 
ary, if trolt and ſnow hinder net it will proſper, and you may 
have good Radiſhes by the latter end of April if the ground be 
rich and forward, fo they maybe ſown every moneth after 
till 7/y, for the having of them freſh and young one under 
another : another ſ{cafon is to ſow them in September for to 
have them in Aferch, Let ſo much ſuffice.

Or Pepper-Grafſs, I think others call it Smallage, ir is 
fametking like Parſly ar its firſt ſpringing, bur of a lighter 
green colour, afterward it ſhooteth up with many fmall 
ſtalks, and the tops thereof be fee with many white Flowers, 
which leaves ſtore of red ſeed, which if ir be ſuffered to ſcat- 
ter cometh up natnrally ; this herb when it is young is uſed in 
fallets and hatha mighty hor biringraſte : for the raiſtag of 
ir, you need but commit 1t to the earth, and it growerh, and 
flowereth, and ſeedeth, and as the fced falleth it ſpringeth 
again of ic ſelf without any more trouble.
